fuſion ? For the Sake then of ourſelves, for the Sake of our Country, let us act cooly and cautiouſly, 


and under no other [fluence than the Difates of Reaſon and Conſcience. . 

Of theſe worthy Perſons, 7wo have ſate in Parliament before, Sir Fobn Barnard, and Alder- 
man Perry, 5 ä 
Sir Jobn Barnard's Name being in both Lifts, and his Merit confeſſed by all Parties, there is 
the leſs Need of ſaying much in the Recommendation of ſo worthy a Perſon. Let us obſerve, 


| however, that he is ſo much the more deſerving of our Choice, ſince he has ſhewn himſelf, 


upon all Occaſions, ſuſceptible of none, but a publick Spirit, and fearleſs of the Conſequences in 
ſerving, or attempting to ſerve, his Country, though in a Manner not altogether agreeable to po- 
pular Notions. This was a Roman Virtue, and ought to render him dear to Britons; for to act 
rightly without Applauſe, and in Deſpight of Clamour, is the ſureſt Sign of an heroick Temper. 


In Reſpect to our other late Repreſentative. Two Things are requiſite in a Member for the 


City of London. Ability and Integrity. Both thefe meet in Mr Alderman Perry. The frft is a 
Truth too conſpicuous to be denied, and the latter too well known to be diſputed even by his Exe- 
mics. If it was, the Teſtimony of his Competitor would be an indubitable Proof of it. His Beha- 
viour in the laſt Parliament was ſteady and temperate, he was diſliked by the Zealots of all Parties, 


and by the moderate of none. All that has been ever objected to him, is his following his Sen- 
timents at the Expence of his Intereſt ; and however you may diſlike this in an Alderman, it is the 


greateſt Bleſſmg you can wiſh for in a Member. 
That this Gentleman is perfectly verſed in the Affairs of the City, as a Corporation, is what 
none of you can doubt, that he is as generally acquainted with the whole Circle of Commerce, 


is what all who have heard him ſpeak in the Houſe of Commons muſt believe, That he is zealous 


in your Service, and one who makes a Conſcience of attending his Duty is out of Queſtion. That 
his Integrity is without Stain, and his Character without Blemiſh you muſt all confeſs. There- 
fore let every Liveryman lay his Hand upon his Heart, and aſk himſelf theſe 199 Queſtions. 
Can I Yote for an abler, or an hbonefter Man? and then, let him hold it up againſt him, if be can. 
Sir Edward Bellamy, and Vice-Admiral Vernon, are new Candidates, but ſuch as we can have 
no juſt Cauſe to apprehend we may be deceived by relying upon them as our Repreſentatives. 
As to the former, he is a Gentleman who comes recommended to us by Circumſtances which 


were wont to have the greateſt Weight in former Elections. He has diſcharged the higheſs Offices 


to which it was in our Power to raiſe him, with Honour and Reputation, and he has all the Qua- 
lifcations neceſſary to the due Diſcharge of this. He is a Man of ſound Senſe, much Moderation, 
and great Experience, Theſe are Talents which are always valuable, always amiable, and perhaps 
there never was a Conjuntfture in which they might prove more ſerviceable than the preſent. 
When the Minds of Men are diſtracted with Fears, Fealoufies, and Apprebenſions, Men of ſolid 
Underſtandings, and peaceable Diſpoſitions, of known Capacity and tried Integrity, are the fte 
Counſellors, neither can we give the Nation a ſtronger Teſtimony of our Concern for the publick 
Good, than by ſending ſuch a Man to take his Seat in the Senate. 

As to Admiral Vernon, I ſhall be the ſhorter, becauſe I conceive he is a Perſon againſt whom 
there can be 10 Exceptions, We preſented him his Freedom as an Earneſt of his being our 
Repreſentative, and we ſhewed a juſt and warm Reſentment, when we thought the Sincerity of 
our Intention on this Head was ſuſpected. It is ſcarce to be ſuppoſed that we ſhould now change 
our Opinion, when inſtead of giving us Reaſons to leſſen, he has afforded us yet ſtronger Motives 
to eſteem and to admire him. His Conduct abroad has ſhewn his Knowledge of, and his Regard 


to, Trade, As an Admiral, he has gloried in protecting the Merchants as much as in avenging his 


Country, and when heretofore he ſate in Parliament, he ſpoke and voted for every thing which 
might encourage Trade, This being the Caſe, can we under any Pretence neglef? ſuch a Man, 
without being thought by all con/iderate People to neglect ourſelves. | 

We have heretofore given high and warm Teſtimonies of our Senſe of his Merit in all Ca- 


pacities, We have celebrated the Birib-Day, we have ſolemnized the Triumphs of the Man who 
| reduced Porto-Bello and Chagre, but we did not do either till the Succeſs of his Arms was known. 


Let us now be more alert than even Vernon himſelf; and let us ſecure to ourſelves the Honour of 
having for our Repreſentative the ConquzrorR of CART HAGENA! Let us ſhare in the 
Compliments which will be paid him on his taking his Seat in Parliament ; and let it be recorded 


in our Archives, that after the Merchants of London had ſuffered much from Spaniſh Depredations, 
a CITIZEN and MEMBER of PARLI¹AM ENT for LON DO N reduced them to the Neceſſity 
of BEGGING a PEACE. Let his Glory and ours go hand in hand, and let no Suggeſtions make 


* ſo weakly as to deprive ourſelves of what muſt infallibly raiſe our Reputation with /ateft 
ofterity.
